W. W. Corcoran, the successful business 
man, capitalist, and above all and al­ 
ways the philanthropist, is dead. 
He died 
w ithout pain or a movement. Dr. G arnett, 
who remained a t the p atient’s hedsiile un­ 
til nearly midnig ht, predicted th a t the 
en« l 
would come before sunrise, and the 
household according ly prepare« ! for the 
eml. C. M. 
M atthews, Mr. C orcoran’s 
nephew,Miss Eustis.his g rand« laug hter,an« l 
Miss Jones, his niece, were all a t the death 
bed. 
Since the stroke of paralysis last 
sum m er it has been only a « juestion of 
time how long he would survive. 
A few days ag o a slig ht cold was taken 
while driving . O rdinarily it would have 
Ixten of no conse« ]uence, b ut in his enfee* 
hle« l condition it proved fatal. 
He g rew 
rapidly worse. an« l In a few days was lying 
m otionless and senseless on his deathbed. 
He slept m ost of the time, passing from 
sleep to a com atose condition, nnd alm ost 
imperceptibly from th a t to death last 
S aturday morning w ithout a strug g le. 
W illiam Wilson Corcoran was the richest 
man in the D istrict of Columbia. 
His 
g reat s ta rt us a cap italist was m ade dur­ 
ing the Mexican war, when he boug ht g ov­ 
ernm ent bonds when they were far below 
par, am i held them till they were redeemed 
a t their face value. 
After this speculation

Mr. C orcoran's g ifts to the cause of edu­

Mr. Corcoran was

The tan k is to be con­ 
sidered a p a rt of the car itself, and for 
whatever is carried in it the charge ought 
to be the sam e by the hundred pounds as 
is made on the tra n sp o rta tio n of barrels 
of oil in car load lots in oth**r cars.

W. W. Corcoran, the successful business 
man, capitalist, and above all and al­ 
ways the philanthropist, is dead. 
He died 
w ithout pain or a movement. Dr. Garnett, 
who remained a t tho patient's bedside un­ 
til nearly midnight, predicted th a t the 
end 
would come before sunrise, and the 
household accordingly prepared for the 
end. 
C. M. 
Matthews, Mr. C orcoran’s 
nephew,Miss Eustig.his granddaughter,and 
Miss Jones, bis niece, were all a t the death 
bed. 
Since the stroke of paralysis last 
sum m er it has been only a question of 
time how long he would survive. 
A few days ago a slight cold was taken 
while driving. Ordinarily it would have 
been of no consequence, but in bis enfee­ 
bled condition it proved fatal. 
He grew 
rapidly worse, and in a few day s was lying 
motionless and senseless on his deathbed. 
He slept m ost of the time, passing from 
sleep to a comatose condition, and alm ost 
imperceptibly from th a t to death last 
S aturd ay morning without a struggle. 
William Wilson Corcoran was the richest 
man in the District of Columbia. 
His 
great s t a r t us a capitalist was made dur­ 
ing the Mexican war, when he bought gov­ 
ernm ent bonds when they were far below 
par, and held them till they were redeemed 
a t their face value. 
After this speculation 
he spent his business life in banking and in 
the care of his property, which is reputed 
to lie worth $3,5(10.000. 
Mr. C orcoran's gifts to the cause of edu­ 
cation, religion and the care of the poor 
aggregate $2,000,000. 
Mr. Corcoran «us 
born In Georgetown, D. 
Dec. 27, 1798. 
His 
father was 
a 
native 
of 
Ireland 
who removed to Georgetown in 1787. 
In 1847 Mr. C o r'o ran purchased the site 
of Oak Hill cemetery, Georgetown, ex­ 
pended ab o u t $ 120,000 in improving it, 
and presented the cemetery to his native 
town. 
The Corcoran gallary of a r t he es­ 
tablished in 1857, sjiendirig ab o u t $300,- 
0O0 in fitting it 
up, and in 
addition 
establishing 
an 
endowment 
fund 
of 
nearly a million dollars for its benefit. 
A nother of his 
large 
public 
gifts is 
the Louise home, which 
he founded in 
memory of his wife. 
It is intended as a 
home for aged women of refinement and 
education, who by reverses of fortune have 
been reduced from affluence to poverty. 
This building cost $200,000 anti has an 
endowment fund in addition of ab o u t 
$300,000. 
Mr. Corcoran also made large 
and valuable 
gifts to llie Washington 
orphan asylum, Columbian uni varsity and 
m any institutions in the South. 
He also 
gave $100,000 to i he Church of the A»oen- 
►•ion of Washington. 
To the Criiversity of 
Virginia he made gifts am ount ing to ab o u t 
$200,000, b rid e s a library of 4,000 vol­ 
umes. Ono of his Is test public acts of unsel­ 
fish magnanimity was the bringing hither

W. W. Corcoran, the successful business 
m an, capitalist, an d above all an d a l­ 
ways the p hilanthropist, is dead. 
H e died 
w ith o u t pain o r a m ovem ent. Dr. G arnett, 
who remained a t tho p a tie n t’s bedside u n ­ 
til nearly midnight, predicted t h a t the 
end 
would come before sunrise, and the 
household accordingly prepared for the 
end. 
C. M. 
M atthews, Mr. C o rco ran ’* 
nephew,Miss Eustis,his gran d d au g h ter,an d 
Miss Jones, bis niece, were all a t the death 
bed. 
Since the stro k e of p araly sis last 
su m m er it has been only a question of 
time how long he would survive. 
A few d a y s ago a slight cold was tak en 
while driving. 
O rdinarily it would have 
D>en of no consequence, b u t in his enfss- 
bled co ndition it proved fatal. 
H e grew 
rapidly worse, and in a few d a y s was lying 
m otionless and senseless on his deathbed. 
He slept m o st of the time, passing from 
sleep to a com atose condition, and alm o st 
imperceptibly from t h a t to d e ath last 
S a tu rd a y m orning w ith o u t a struggle. 
W illiam Wilson C orcoran was the richest

Mr. C o rco ran ’s gifts to the cause of edu­ 
cation, religion and the care of the p o o r 
aggregate $2,000,000. 
Mr. C orcoran was 
b o rn In Georgetown, I). C., Dec. 27, 1708. 
His 
fath er was

n ative 
of 
Ireland 
who rem oved to Georgetown in 1787. 
In 1847 Mr. C orcoran purchased the site 
of Oak Hill cemetery, Georgetown, ex­ 
pended a b o u t $ 1 2 0 ,0 0 0 in im proving it, 
a n d presented the cemetery to his n ative 
tow n. 
The C orcoran gallary of a r t he es­ 
tablished in 1857, s a n d i n g a b o u t $300,- 
OoO in fitting it 
up, and in 
ad d itio n 
establishing 
an 
endow m ent 
fund 
of 
nearly a m illion dollars for its lienefit. 
A nother 
of his 
large 
public 
gifts 
is 
the Louise home, 
which 
lie founded in 
m em ory of his wife. 
It is intended as a 
hom e for aged women of refinement and 
education, who by reverses of fortune have 
l>een reduced from affluence to poverty. 
T his building cost $ 2 0 0 ,6 0 0 anil has an 
endow m ent fund in ad d itio n of a b o u t 
$ 3 0 0 .OOO. 
Mr. C orcoran also m ade large 
a n d valuable 
gifts to the W ashington 
o rp h a n asylum , Colum bian university and 
m an y in stitu tio n s in the South. 
Ile also 
gave $ 100,000 to Hie Church of the Ascen­ 
sion of W ashington. 
T o the University of 
Virginia he m ade gifts am o u n tin g to a b o u t 
$ 200,000, bciddes a library of 4 ,0 0 0 vol­ 
umes. One of his latest public act* of unsel­ 
fish m agnanim ity was the bringing h ith e r 
from a foreign 
co u n try tile rem ains of 
J o h n H o w ard 
Payne, 
th e 
a u th o r 
of 
“ Home, Sweet H o m e.” with 
whom Mr. 
C orcoran was intim ately acq uainted d u r ­ 
ing P ayne'* residence in W ashington. 
Mr. 
C orcoran wa* a very plain man, living in a 
q u iet,u n p reten tio u s style,w ith no ta s te for 
o s te n ta tio n o r n o trie ty . 
In politics he

I notice that much interest is shown 
in the matter of winter laying liens. 
As I have had good success in that 
line this year, your readers may be 
interested to know what has been 
done. 
1. 
Stock. 
My 
brood consists of 
eight pure Brahma hens, two years 
old; ten Plym oth Rocks, and ten of 
a cross between a pure Brown Leg­ 
horn cockerel and 
White Brahma 
hens, of which 12 are eight and the 
balance six months old; one Plymouth 
Rock and one Brown Leghorn cocker­ 
el. 
2. 
Feed. 
First thing in the morn­ 
ing a medium feed of three parts 
wheat and one of corn. 
In the mid­ 
dle of the morning the table scraps 
from breakfast warmed up and a tea­ 
spoonful of concentrated chicken feed 
from the grocer’s stirred in. 
In the 
middle of the afternoon the dinner 
scraps are fed as they run. 
W’e give 
no feed at night. 
Water given in an 
open iron baking pan every morning. 
3. House. 
Moderate size, 
wood 
floor, two small windows, floor raised 
a foot from the ground, shelter shed 
on one side. 
No artificial heat. 
W’ell 
ventilated. 
4. The run. 
Since the middle to 
October they have been free to forage 
in the lawn and garden. 
5. General 
care. 
House cleaned 
weekly in summer, and once a month 
white-washed with carbolic acid in 
very thin lime wash, fresh 
hay in 
nests and roosts rubbed with kerosene. 
The run spaded lip once or twice in a 
year. 
6. 
Results. But two chickens or 
hens lost from sickness iii two years. 
Pullets began to lay at six months 
of ago. the cross-bred laying first— 
nine to 12 eggs a day through Decern-^ 
bar and lanuary, thus far.

In fact, graceful foliage is of as 
much consequence as pretty flowers.

dition, while those sown a week later ; 
were alm ost an entire loss on account j 
of frequent rains a t the time of h a r­ 
vesting. 
My plan is to plough the 
ground in the fall. 
As soon as the 
s frost is out in Hie spring and the 
ground is sufficiently dry to work, 
! rnn over the field with a gooff culti- 
j vator, sow the seed broadcast and 
harrow it in, but d on’t roll unless the 
' soil is sandy. 
I find also th a t two 
j bushels of seed to the acre of white 
Robsteier oats give as m any bushels 
j of crop as three will, while the crop 
from two bushels of seeding will weigh 
from two to five pounds more per 
bushel, so th a t any more th an two 
bushels of seed per acre is a dead loss, 
and if the land is in pood condition, 
I would he inclined to seed lighter, as 
th a t variety stools or branches out 
well.

Lessons in Oats. 
Rural New Yorker. 
Our last year’s experience with the 
o at crop has taught us a very import­ 
an t lesson. The sooner the grain is 
sown after the ground is in order for 
work in the spring, the greater will be 
the chance of success. Those of my 
neighbors who got their seed sown the 
earliest saved their crop in good con­ 
dition, while those sown a week later 
were alm ost an entire loss on account 
of frequent rains a t the time of har­ 
vesting. 
My plan is to plough the 
ground in the fall. 
As *oon as the 
frost is out in the spring aud the 
ground is sufficiently dry to work, 
m n over the field with a good culti­ 
vator, sow the seed broadcast and 
harrow it in, but don’t roll unless the 
soil is sandy. 
I find also th a t two 
bushels of seed to the acre of white 
Pobsteier oats give as many bushels 
of crop as three will, while the crop 
from two bushels of seeding will weigh 
from two to five pounds more jj©r 
bushel, so that any more than two 
bushels of seed per acre is a dead loss, 
and if the land is in good condition, 
I would be inclined to seed lighter, as 
th a t variety stools or brandies out 
well.
